Clair Coal company's mine, four 
miles from here. 
They sent

word they were 
hampered 
by 


"black damp." An emergency call 
went out for state rescue 
equip- 


ment. 


Four hours after the blast, six of 


twenty-eight miners in the affect- 
ed level had been brought out alive 
and taken to hospitals—five burned 
and in critical condition. The fate 
of those remaining was uncertain. 


Mine officials refused to express 


an opinion as to whether those not 
immediately accounted 
for 
were 


dead or alive.4 


Remove 3 Bodies 


The body of Frank Montgomery, 


30. unmarried, of 
St. Clair. was 


brought to the surface shortly af- 
ter rescue squads went down. Paul 
Sikra, 40, and Wasil Holovak, 45. 
also of St. Clair. were removed 
dead later. 


Of the six taken out alive in the 


first lew hours of rescue work, all 
but one were badly burned. 
The 


injured were taken to three hos- 
pitals in Pottsville. 


Andrew Potts, 42, mine fire boss, 


was among those critically burned. 


He was about to enter the No. 9 


tunnel, located in the mammoth 
vein, when the blast came. 
He 


could give no hint as to what hap- 
pened. The miners had entered the

shortly before the explosion. 


The blast let go about two miles

Post-Crescent Madison Bureau 
Madison—The medical profession 


of Wisconsin within a few months 
will offer its answer to one of the 
most controversial questions of the 
day, whether or not state action 
is necessary to provide for every 
citizen adequate medical and hos- 
pital services. 


In "Wisconsin, particularly, 
"f»- 


cialized medicine" has been 
de- 


bated vigorously during the last few 
years, reaching a climax last winter 
with the introduction in the state 
legislature by Socialist Assembly- 
man Andrew J. Biemiller of JIil- 
waukee of a broad program which 
would have established a socialized 
medical and hospital system. 


Representatives of the Wisconsin 


Medical 
society, offshoot 
of the 


American 
Medical 
association, 


which embraces practically all of 
the physicians and surgeons in the 
state, promptly attacked the Bie- 
miller program and helped to defeat 
it 


Discard Eight Bills 


Biemiller had thrown into the 


legislative hopper eight comprehen- 
sive bills covering all phases of 
sickness care, and the prospect of 
a complete revolution of medical 
and hospital practice startled the 
organized doctors into a decision to 
look into their own field a little 
more closely, in order to present 
effective arguments to the next leg- 
islature, which they fully expect 
will again consider socialization 
of medicine. 


The medical society voted an ex- 


tensive investigation of the charges 
by Biemiller and others that there 
is a serious and growing inadequacy 
of medical services in the state, par- 
ticularly in the remote rural sec- 
tions and in the industrial popula- 
tions of the larger cities. At the 
same time they would determine 
the efficacy of socialized medicine 
experiments in other parts of Amer- 
ica and in the Old World. 


To accomplish these purposes the 


society assessed each member $10 in 
order to finance extensive travel 
and research by two special com- 
mittees and its 
secretary, J. G.

highway commission itports. Four- 
teen pedestrians were included in 
the March traffic toll of 31 fatali- 
ties. 


Accidents involving pedestrians 


amounted to 102 in March, bringing 
the year's state total up lo 306, an 
average of 100 per month. Outa- 
gamie county had one accident last 
month involving a pedestrian, the 
commission reports. 


The county's record for the year 


thus far compares favorably to that 
of the same period of last year, ac- 
cording to records semg kept by 
the Post-Crescent. Up to yesterday 
there were 84 accidents since the 
first of the year as against 114 for 
the same period in 1937. 
There 


were 66 persons injured so far this 
year as compared to 07 up to April 
25 last year. 
Since Jan. 1 there 


have been three trafHc deaths as 
against 12 for the s'.milar period 
last year. 


Grade-Crossing Crashes 


Besides the 14 pedestrians killed 


in the state last month, six persons 
died in collisions between two or 
more cars, one in a car-and-truck 
crash, and one in a i?ihvay gradf 
crossing accident. Six persons met 
death in accidents wnere only one 
car was involved in each crash, 
while three persons were killed 
when cars smashed into bridges, 
posts and buildings. For the year, 
train-automobile crasnes continued

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Pegler Hits Neglect by 


High Spanish Catholics 


BY WESTBROOK PEGLER 


New York—I cannot see why the working class Catholics are expected 


to be indignant against the government side in Spain. I think their in- 
dignation should be directed against those members of the Spanish cler- 
gy and the well-born Spaniards of the Catholic faith who neglected a 
duty that was placed upon them. To them, originally, rather than to the 
mobs which raged in the early days of the war. I 
would charge the blame for the slaughter of the 
priests and nuns. 


Few of us in this country understand Spain. We 


have to form our opinions from the utterances of ad- 
vocates of both sides. We cannot hope to become 
experts on the subject in this way, but they have 
been appealing to us with all the arguments at their 
command, and, as one member of this public, I put 
my question. 


The only admission that I have seen from an in- 


fluential Catholic that the poor Spaniards had reason 
to hate the church was written early in the war by 
the Rev. Willird Parsons. S. J. Father Parsons wrote 
in Columbia magazine:— 
_ 
Pegler 


"The great tragedy of Spain was that in the* nineteenth century the 


working masses aposlacized from the church, as Pope Piux X once re- 
marked. And, it is well to remember, it was poverty, destitution and in- 
justice which made them apostacize. 


"They got to hate the church because they hated the friends of the 


church who exploited them and 
whom the church did nothing to 
rebuke or collect. The words of 
Pope Leo XIII 49 years ago went 
unheeded and his great encyclical. 
'Rerum N'ovarum,' was neglected. 


"Now the church is reaping the 


sad fruits of that neglect in the 
loss of so many souls and the de- 
struction of its churches. If all that 
had not been so. the poor would to- 
day be fighting on the church's side 
instead of against it. or, rather, the 
leaders of the poor would never 
have got them to join the revolu- 
tion in the first place." 


This being so—and I accept Fa- 


ther Parsons as an authority—it 
seems to me that the working mas- 
ses of Spain had a right to rebel. 
It seems but natural that when the 
explosion came they would slaugh- 
ter the agents of an institution 
which they had learned to hate. 
Duty Of Church To 
Rebuke Wrongdoers 


A duty was put upon the church 


to rebuke and correct its friends 
who exploited these masses. 
As 


Father Parsons says the church did 
nothing to rebuke or correct them. 
He admits that the church is reap- 
ing the fruits of neglect of duty. 
Much worse, from the standpoint 
of the church, than the slaughter of 
priests and nuns and acts of dese- 
cration committed 'by ignorant and 
infuriated apostates, was the loss 
from the fold of the masses of the 
Spanish people. 
In 
the 
early 


months of the fighting the atroci- 
ties seem to have been reciprocal. 


In most of the appeals for Amer- 


ican working class opinion on the 
. side of the church there is no men- 
tion of blame on the church. There 
is an assumption of wanton injury 
without provocation, and one is 
inclined to ask why a people steep- 
ed in religion and tradition of the 
church should do those dreadful 
things. 


Now we read that General Fran- 


' co. who has been slaughtering his 


fellow countrymen with a terrible 
preponderance of military power, 
intends to re-establish the church 
and abolish civil marriage. 
The 


abolition of civil marriage will 
mean that religious marriage will 
be substituted, and that naturally 


in

raises the question, what religion? 
Obviously the 
Catholic religion, 


whose church so neglected its duty 
to the Spaniards that they were 
driven to hate it. driven into a 
bloody war. massacred in 
vastly 


greater numbers than they massa- 
cred the clergy, and conquered by 
the aid of foreigners representing 
a political system hideous to them. 
Piety May Suffer 
Under Franco System 


I ask whether it is now intended 


to drive the Spanish masses back to 
the church at the point of Franco's 
bayonets, some of them 
hands of Mohammedans, 
the hands of pagan nazis. without 
so much as a gesture 
from 
the 


guilty and negligent servants. 


I have misgivings for the piety of 


church to pun-sh or rebuke its 
people returned to the fold in this 
manner and a belief that if anyone 
suffers in hell for the slaughter of 
the priests and nuns, the women 
and children of Madrid and Barce- 
lona and the other dead, the deep- 
est pits will be occupied by those 
/'friends of the church" and the re- 
sponsible church authorities who 
failed to rebuke or correct them. If 
I were a Spaniard who had seen 
Franco's missionary work among 
the children I might sec him in 
hell but never in church.

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Urges Establishment of 


Trailer Camp in Appleton 


BY CAM, W. MASON 


' Brownsville, Texas— On several 
occasions I have deplored the lack 
of a tourist park in the otherwise 
enterprising and altogether lovely 
city of Appleton,- Wis. Some data 
from the pretty little city of Mc- 
Allen. Texas., where I have spent 
the last month may furnish mental 
fodder for Appleton business men 
and city officials. McAllen. accord- 
ing to latest population estimates, 
has about 12.500 inhabitants, 
of 


whom several thousands are Mexi- 
cans, which means that for all prac- 
tical purposes the population 
is 


really less than the figures men- 
tioned. It is a commercial city, the 
center of a great citrus fruit and 
vegetable growing district, a dis- 
tributing point for a considerable 
area and near the head of an in- 
ternational bridge leading across 
the Rio Grande to one of the im- 
portant northern border cities of 
Mexico with a main highway south. 


The McAllen Chamber of Com- 


merce, of which Paul T. Vickers is 
manager, keeps careful account of 
the tourist business which is sedu- 
lously fostered there. The estimates 
for the last 12 months, according to 
Mr. Vickers, is about 13,000 tourists 
in the city, staying from a few days 
to several months each. The sur- 
prising total of about $490.000 was 
spent in McAllen by those tourists, 
the totals being arrived at by use 
of the U. S. department of com- 
merce method of computation. The 
department estimates that persons 
on short vacation spend about -$5 
each a day for shorter periods. Mr. 
Vickers tells me he estimates that 
persons who stay for some time 
spend conservatively about 
$2 a 


day each. 


Camps Expanding 


A considerable part of this tour- 


ist patronage, which includes hotel, 
apartment, cottage and tourist cab- 
in patrons, is represented by trail- 
er travelers. I have counted seven 
regular trailer camps in and around 
McAllen. with many scattered trail- 
ers on other locations in the city. 
A. B. Steele. rt whose camp I spent 
several weeks, recorded 37 trailers 
at one time. He is doubling the size 
"of his camp and is to add commu- 
nity hall, another 
shuffle board 


court and various additional im- 
provements. Other camps are like- 
wise expanding to care for the 
_growing business. 
In Sampson's 


"camp 130 persons gathered for. a 


camp .Christmas dinner during the 
last holidays. 


The moral of my tale is that Mc- 


Allen gets this valuable tourist pa- 
tronage by merely going after it, 
by giving the travelers comfortable 
places to. stay and by providing a 
cordial welcome and some enter- 
tainment for them. 


The city has very little of scenic 


or historic interest to offer the vis- 
itor. It is merely a pleasant sociable 
placebo spend the cold months. 


Appleton has summer attractions 


as McAllen has those of winter. I 
have heard the argument advanc- 
ed that Chicago and other tourists 
from the flat lands to the south 
will not 'stop at Appleton or New 
London or other towns thereabouts 
as they are intent on rushing to 
their north state goals in a single 
day. But not all the Wisconsin tour- 
ist trade is this rush type. 
Great 


numbers of visitors from 
other 


states come for change of scenery, 
a comfortable climate and inviting 
places to stay. And they go to the 
places that invite and provide at- 
tractive -accommodations. 
They 


would, go to App_leton if a good 
camp were 
provided, preferably 


one overlooking the beautiful val- 
ley of the Fox. Appleton has four 
times, as many attractions as Mc- 
Allen and needs only a good camp 
together with some definite enter- 
tainment features. 


Largest Camp 


H. H. Elliott conducts, at Corpus 


Christi. Texas, the largest all trail- 
er camp between New Orleans and 
Los Angeles. It occupies 13 acres 
of level land along Corpus Christi 
Bay and fronts on a mam highway 
into the city. Mr. Elliott informs 
me he spent $13,000 in fitting up 
this camp, improvements including] 


laid out street;, electric wire lines, 
water piped to each lot. a combina- 
tion office, cafe and grocery store 
building, a large toilet building 
with laundry adjoining, a $1.000 
community hall, two pavilions on 
the beach and some landscaping in 
the front The camp capacity is 
several hundred trailers and all the 
space is not yet developed. 
At a 


charge of $3 to $3.50 a week as an 
average-rate, slightly less by the 
month. 75 cents for one night and 
50 cents a night for each thereaf- 
ter until the weekly rate is reach- 
ed, Mr. Elliott states, the profit was 
around $200 a month even when 
the camp was new last fall and no 
more than 60 or 70 trailers at most 
were registered. This would indi- 
cate that a camp may be 
made 


profitable in itself as well as a 
source of community revenue be- 
sides.

south Texas is its freedom from 
many of the insect pests that pre- 
vent the spirit of the trailerist from 
becoming too proud.

' Of course there arc the flies here 
also. But a summer pest is>the fruit 
fly such as we in Wisconsin some- 
times see about decaying bananas.

bite. The only cure is a vigorous 
rub with kerosene followed by a 
soap and .water bath a half hour la- 
ter. Cockroaches are a perennial 


nuisance and oftin infest pantries 
and cupboards. They are sure dam- 
age to silks, rayons and some other 
fabrics. Ants—big red ones, large 
black ones, small red or black ones 
—swarm here. The golf courses are 
alive with them. It is impossible to 
keep them out of the 
trailers. 


There is danger also from the ter- 
mite, a sort of white ant that bur- 
rows into wood and honeycombs it 
to its ruin. Trailers are not usually 
attacked by them, however. Moths 
of all sorts are legion. A few nights 
ago a friend was walking thru the 
grapefruit grove at our McAllen 
camp when something struck him 
on the head. 
For a moment he 


thought he had been slugged in the 
darkness until he discovered the 
blow was from a huge winged bug 
called a Mexican fruit beetle or 
"doodle bug", possessing a heavily 
armored head and two large strong 
horns, the insect being sometimes 
two to two and a half inches long. 
One night we found the ground 


crawling with many-legged spider- 
like creatures of pallid hue. appar- 
ently possessing two heads, each 
with two sharp teeth or pincers 
and a single eye. 


Many other spiders are to be j 


seen. In Florida I saw black spiders 
with a leg spread of three inches 
diameter many times. They were 
in and around our apartments and 
often appeared on the 
bedroom' 


wall or dodged out from 
a cup-', 


board or from behind some article! 
of furniture. 
The fact that theyi 


were generally "tame" and also] 
killed cockroaches failed to make 
them any more enjoyable as close 
companions'. 


Most of the flies and insects that 


get into the trailer succumb readi-i 
ly to the various sprays offered on i 
the markets. Ants and cockroaches! 
require special treatment. So thej 
trailerite who ventures south, orj 
in fact anj where in \\arm weath- 
er, is advised to start out with a 
good insecticide sprayer and a sup- 


ply o* the poison. I find that the 
expensive brands are not 
neces- 


sarily the best as others that sell 
for much less have been just as 
effective in my own experience. 
It is simply impossible to keep the 
pests out of the trailers and eternal 
vigilance with sprayer and swatter 
is the price of peace.

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EVIDENCE AND LABOR BOARDS 
So many charges of reckless unfair- 


ness and marked partiality have been 
made against labor boards that it some- 
times seems they could hardly be quite 
as bad as painted. 


The principal difficulty has been to 


get the board to distinguish between a 
charge made against a company and evi- 
dence to sustain the charge. We still live 
under a civilization that regards proof 
as necessary to establish wrong-doing al- 
though that proof may consist of actions, 
conduct, or demeanor as well as words and 
is often to be found in circumstances that 
are full of meaning as opposed to lan- 
guage that may be empty. 


Provision was made in these new laws 


for appeal by dissatisfied parties to the 
courts. This right of appeal, though it 
may have existed independently, was cau- 
tiously provided by the lawmaking bodies 
as a curb upon the boards and in recog- 
nition perhaps too of the traditional fact 
that an American will accept the rulings 
of our courts as final, and generally in 
good spirits, because of the necessity of 
finality of decision somewhere and the 
general 
integrity and dependability of 


courts. 


But when we find a court setting aside 


a labor board decision upon the ground 
that "in the record there is not a scintilla 
of evidence to support the board," founda- 
tion is found for charges of partiality and 
almost wilful unfairness. If there is not 
a "scintilla of evidence" to support a find- 
ing then there isn't a sentence, nor a word, 
just nothing, to support it. Making con- 
clusions without proof or in defiance to 
admitted facts is a reckless disregard of 
rights that is bound to eventually de- 
stroy the usefulness of a board. 


The public generally is too often busily 


engaged in its own affairs to understand 
why board decisions may be set aside so 
flagrantly, and wonder what the board 
is for if its supposedly deliberate judg- 
ment may be uprooted on appeal. 
Evi- 


dence like some of that against the Re- 
public Steel Company that foremen told 
workers their affiliation with CIO would 
mean discharge is, of course, powerful, 
but when men are discharged for appar- 
ently good reasons their claim that they 
were discharged for certain organization 
activities, without further to support them, 
is hardly proof. 


These boards are like juries constantly 


in session. If they, through their own con- 
duct, earn a reputation as being wholly 
one-sided, their decisions will become so 
lacking in value in public estimation that 
instead of helping those they think they 
are helping they will be causing them 
more harm than good. 


THE ANCIENT QUARREL CONTINUES 


France has rebuffed England's pur- 


pose of drawing Germany into a four- 
power pact for peace and understanding. 
She will have nothing to do with the Nazis 
in this respect. 
In making this decision 


she is entirely within her rights. It may 
be a good decision or a bad decision but 
certainly every great nation has the right 
to direct its own course, selecting the route 
it deems best and safest for its people 
France does not trust Germany, and will 
not trust her. 
She is particularly suspi- 


cious of the Nazi regime but her attitude 
goes further and deeper than Hitler. It is 
in the blood. It has existed for so many 
centuries that its origin is lost in the fogs 
of time. 


Serbia or Czechoslovakia or Poland or 


Alsace-Lorraine or the Saar may, at dif- 
ferent times, account for the outbreak of 
hostilities in Europe but the major cause 
back of all these little pretensions is the 
ancient quarrel between the Francs and 
the Teutons. \Ve are prone to think of it 
in terms of the last war or the Franco- 
Prussian conflict of 1870 or Napoleon's 
subjugation of continental Europe 
60 


years earlier, but the evidence may be fol- 
lowed step by step back through the ages, 
and the battlefields will be found along 
the Marne and the Rhine even to the ex- 
tent of discovering forts erected in pre- 
Christian days not far from where mod- 
ern fortifications 
now gloomily reveal 


themselves. 


England naturally expects to partici- 


pate in the next European conflict. She 
therefore properly attempts to guide the 
belligerent factors onto peaceful roads. 


But America, which is expected to par- 


ticipate 'VlHy-nilly, and if many of our 
people hove their way she will, hasn't 


liing to say concerning'the causes of 


their avoidance that are supposed to lead 
her to the next field of strife. 


After all, what harm would it do 


France to join a peace pact with Ger- 
many? 


THINGS LOOK UP IN PENNSLYVAN1A 


In days of yore the ears of residents 


of Penn's Woods burned hotly at what was 
said by outsiders about their bosses, Quay 
and Penrose, political Hapsburgs if Amer- 
ica ever had any. 


But in the course of time and the im- 


placable march of death Quay and Pen- 
rose had to go. And what Pennsylvania 
has in their stead is a fit subject for more 
than a casual glance. For Guffey and 
Earle have fallen out, a thing that Quay 
and Penrose never did, but an action like- 
ly to prove gainful to the public. 


Guffey and Earle have vied with each 


other in their adoration of the common 
man. If Chaliapin could ever have choked 
up on the stage the way either of these 
two gentlemen can when discussing the 
rights of the people, he would have zoomed 
to even greater heights than his exception- 
al histrionic ability took him. 


Guffey had a very close escape from 


preceding Richard Whitney to prison. A 
grand jury indicted him for exactly the 
offense for which Whitney was indicted, 
the taking over to his own use of securi- 
ties in heavy figures left in his hands for 
safekeeping and the use*of those securi- 
ties for the raising of great sums of mon- 
ey with which to enter that narrow and 
crooked alley of perfidious people known 
as Wall Street. But Harry Daugherty was 
attorney general in those days and con- 
trolled the procedure which followed the 
return of the indictment. Mr. Daugherty 
reacted to Guffey's request for help with 
amazing warmth. Here was a man after 
his own heart, a taker of chances and a 
doer of big things, so Mr. Guffey was 
saved to become senator and look after 
the interests of the common people. 


But Governor Earle is now put to the 


task of doing a lot of explaining. The 
evidence has been produced showing that 
he enjoyed the friendship of one Mc- 
Closkey, a building contractor, who loaned 
the -governor $30,000. While this condi- 
tion of affairs existed Mr. McCloskey ob- 
tained contracts from Pennsylvania to the 
tune of nearly $10,000,000, or about 30 per- 
cent of all the construction work award- 
ed by the state authority of which Earle 
was head. 


There will be differences of opinion of 


course but it may be doubted whether 
Quay or Penrose would have been quite 
so lumpy. 


What Pennsylvania appears to need is 


a joint debate between Guffey and Earle 
in which each spends his time exposing 
the delinquencies of the other as only old 
pals can after they have fallen out in 
their struggle for power. 


THIS MATTER OF FACE " 


The House-Senate conference commit- 


tee has voted to save the President's face. 


It has agreed to "retain in principle" 


the Job Destruction Tax but to reduce it 
to feeble senility by cutting the figures 
that once ran from 7 to 27 per cent of any 
amount devoted by a corporation to oth- 
er than dividend purposes down to 2Vi 
per cent. 


Since most industrial concerns that 


wish to do a substantial job of extension 
or renovation would suffer under the old 
plan to an average of about 15 per cent or 
more, it may be fairly said that a large 
share of the heavy incumbrance has been 
removed while we retain something of the 
wrong just for the purpose of permitting 
the President to retain face. 


When ancient dowagers had turned 75 


and considered a face-lifting operation in 
order to fight the inroads of the years, 
many thought they were following the 
spotted butterflies of illusion. Yet is there 
anything more mistaken about those an- 
cient women who wanted to doll up their 
faces even as they had to use crutches 1o 
get around than a congress throwing a 
scrap to the President just so that he may 
say that his erroneous notion "has been 
retained in principle?" 


In monarchies a great flub-bub occurs 


before a prince may be admitted to be in 
error. In tyrannies heads roll in the bas- 
ket and blood flows freely if anyone sug- 
gests that the dictator could possibly be 
wrong about anything. Over in the Orient 
armies march, towns are destroyed and 
families wiped out like flies, that "face 
be saved." In a democracy it will be ob- 
served we are not so extreme or absurd. 
Having discovered that our ruler had 
made a clear blunder—and now few of 
any great consequence claim the contrary 
—we cut the blunder down to 2'/4 per cent 
motivated by no other than exactly the 
same purposes that made our people laugh 
when put in practice by old women, mon- 
archs, dictators and orientals. 


A ruler in a democracy is not a com- 


plete success unless he is perfectly satis- 
fied to recite the old limerick: 


"As a beauty I'm not a great star. 
There are others more handsome by 


far; 


But my face I don't mind it 
Because I'm behind it— 
"Tis the folks out in front that I jar."

In Washington

Washington — When the presi- 


dent proposed taxing federal, state 
and municipal securities and the 
salaries of state and local job hold- 
ers, he challenged the supreme 
court anew to reverse itself, but 
the court for years has been re- 
versing itself piecemeal In this di- 
rection and gives some promise of 
moving faster. 


John Marshall ruled that Mary- 
land could not tax national banks, 
a ruling which set the precedent 
for the supreme court for many 
years—that one branch of govern- 
ment could not tax the agencies of 
another branch. 


For years 
state-rights lawyers 


have argued that if the federal 
government 
could 
tax 
income 


from state securities and tax the 
pay of local officials it could de- 
stroy state and local government 
simply by imposing crushing taxes. 


Nevertheless 
libcial members 


of the court 
have indicated for 


some time that they favored trim- 
ming the broad shelter of exemp- 
tion, both from federal and state 
taxes. They never have gone quite 
so far as the 
president proposes. 


However, with a few exceptions, 
the court has followed the trend 
far enough to 
permit taxing of 


branches of the government which 
are not strictly governmental.

Exemptions Attacked 


In several recent cases the feder- 


al internal revenue bureau has at- 
tacked some of 
the 
exemptions 


claimed 
by 
state officials. The 


revenue bureau' has prosecuted an 
income lax claim against salaries 
of officials of 
the Port of New 


York Authority 
with such vigor 


that 25 states have intervened in 
an appeal to the Supreme Court. 


Just who would be hurt most by 


a decision permitting the federal 
government to tax the stales and 
the states to tax the federal gov- 
ernment is anybody's guess. In the 
Port of New York case the federal 
government contends that the port 
authority is building tunnels and 
bridges so fast that the ferry busi- 
ness is being destroyed. That is 
wiping out a source of levenuefor 
the federal government and it is 
claiming a right 
to tax the port 


authority in lieu of it. 


Yet out west the federal govern- 


ment owns forest land and public 
domain occupying half the area of 
some slates. If the stales attempted 
to tax those holdings the squawk of 
federal administrations would echo 
among 
the 
mountain peaks for 


generations. In early days 
the 


states urged that argument — and 
the federal howlers won out.

Ailing Child May Require 
Mental Hygiene Treatment

Children learn their mothers' ways with them early and accurately. 


One of the -first things they discover is that any show of illness on their 
part brings immediate, solicitous attention. 
The usual healthy child 


dislikes any show of illness and tries to get over any little mishap as 
quickly as possible. He has so many interesting things to do, so many 
private concerns such as his new wagon, the boat he is making, his seat 
in school, his place on the team, rivalry with some other youngster, that 
he hurries illness on its way as speedily as possible. 


Unfortunately there are children not so healthy. A certain weakness 


difficult to define, is reflected in sickly mental attitudes. 
They nide 


from any difficulty that arises in home or school or playground. 
They 


make the most of any little upsctness that comes their way. A sniffle 
is exaggerated into a severe cold, and he must stay indoors. A test 
coming? His head aches. Illness, sudden and severe, is his answer to 
parental pressure of any sort. 


Recently one such boy failed in school work. The teacher suggested 


a change in schedule that would permit him to have help that he needed. 
He protested. His mother was called in and readily agreed that the pro- 
gram arrangement would be about 
perfect for her son. Upon hearing 
this, young son squirmed about, 
•whined and then threatened, "If 
you make me come to school any 
Kiore this term I'll be siclc. I'll be 
sick as long as you make me come." 
and he would be. 


Punishing these children is wast- 


ed time. They are ailing children 
•who need help that will enable 
them to overcome the weakness 
that besets them. No healthy child 
clings to illness. It is common to 
call such children spoiled children, 
implyine (hat they have been con- 
ditioned to this state by the weak- 
ness of home discipline. I believe 
it is the other way about. The 
helplessness of the child condition- 
ed the discipline. 


When one lias to deal with a 


child like this it is best to go along 
.with him a little wav. 
"You're 


sick? 
Then the best thing to do 


is to go to bed, or at least, stay 
quietly in the house." 
Hold to 


that. And watch what happens. If 
he stays quietly ir. bed as though 
glad to be there it is time to call 
a children's doctor. If he gets well 
fast after school time, it is best to 
visit a teacher-psychologist and ar- 
range for his treatment. 


The physician or the psychologist 


will offer a program of treatment. 
Follow it religiously, and in your 
attitude toward the child let the 
responsibility for the program lie 
with the doctor or psychologist. 
That is, your treatment of the child 
now is impersonal. 
"Doctor's or- 


ders," is an out for the parents. 


If you can go one step farther 


and send him from home, among 
understanding, kindly people, to get
